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FREIGHT RATES AND FINANCE. 


Freight rates and finance were the two subjects 
mainly dealt with by Premier King in his speech 
at Toronto. On the one topic his remarks were 
altogether encouraging. As to the other he drop- 
ped a hint that things may not be going as well 
as was hoped. 

The Premier deciared plainly for the equaliza- 
tion of freight rates throughout Canada so far as 
this is humanly possible. To do that in Toronto 
required courage. The pronouncement ts a chal- 
lenge to the long standing tradition that the West 
js a zone of high freight rates. It establishes the 
principle thet rates should not be governed by 
geography, but by traffic conditions and the cost 
of giving railway service. That is, and must be, 
the basis for every legitimate demand for e reduc- 
tion of western rates. The West cannot look for 
favors in the matter. jut neither should it be 
penalized that favors be shown to other 
sections. 

There is also in the remarks the 
inference that he recognizes the necessity of a 
general overhauling of freight rates, in which it 
may be necessary for the Government and Parlia- 
ment to take a hand. Recent events have done 
much to disturb the complacent theory that the 
adjustment of freight rates can be left to the 
Railway Commission with assurance that justice 
will be done to all sections and interests. When 
an appointive body starts to set aside contracts 
ratified by the Parliament which created it the 
time has arrived for the public and their repre- 
sentatives to sit up and take notice. So long as 
the Railway Commission functions within the 
limits which common sense prescribes to a body 
of the kind it is not desirable that its findings or 
ite freedom of action should be interfered with. 
When it assumes to function as a reviser of legis- 
lation a situation is brought about in which inter- 
ference is almost inevitable 

On the subject of finance the Premier admit- 
ted a suspicion that the Robb budget may have 
gone rather too far last spring in the way of tax 
reduction. On basis of the previous year’s 
returns it was thouglit safe to cancel taxation to 
the extent of demanding $24,000,000 less from the 
public per year. But recent figures have shown 
a heavy slump in imports, with a corresponding 
shrinkage in the revenues collected at the customs 
offices. There is deducible from the words of the 
Premier a suggestion that the national income as 
a result of this is running mueh below the ex- 
pected level and that a deficit may have to be 
reported at the end of the year. Should that 
occur, however, there is compensation in the fact 
that there is more money available for business 
than had the reduction been less radical.

THE EXHIBITION. 

The city council rejected the proposal that the 
annual exhibition should abolished, or that 
the agreement with the Exhibition Association be 
terminated and the fair run as a direct civic 
enterprise. That was to be expected, and will be 
generally approved. There is a legal question 
whether council could do cither of the things 
suggested, because a contract has been made with 
the Association which dees not expire until 1928. 
That question aside, neither of the alternatives is 
attractive from the standpoint of the city and 
its taxpayers 

There has been an annual exhibition at Ed- 
monton regularly since the pioneers began to 
stake out homesteads in this part of the West and 
produce crops and stock. The fair has grown 
with the progress of agricuitural and other de- 
velopment, perhaps in excess of that progress in 
some respects and at times. Theat it has stimu- 
lated the interest of the farmers'in the improve- 
ment of field crops and stock there is no room for 
doubt. That it has made the name of Edmonton 
known widely and favorably is beyond question. 
To allow the fair to die now would be to admit 
that we do not know how to run it, or that the 
people of the city had got out of toueh with the 
basic industry upon whose success they depend 
for their bread and butter. If Edmonton had 
never had a fair it would have to start one if it 
hoped to keep pace with its contemporaries. If the 
fair were allowed to lapse tie taxpayers would 
have to go on paying the capital charges on the 
heavy investment made in grounds and build'‘ngs, 
and with little or no chance to sell the property 
or get any revenue worth while to off-set the 
outge. To drop the enterprise under these condi- 
tions would be absurd. 

As for eliminating the Association and having 
the fair run by the city couneil; that has already 
been done as far as would be either wise or safe. 
Oouncil appoints the majority of the directors of 
the Association. It is therefore in control of the 
exhibition and ean dictate the policy to be fol- 
lowed. It is very doubtful that the fair or the 
pockets of the taxpayers would fare better if the 
aldermen were in charge of the detailed opera- 
tion of the undertaking. Council has found it 
advisable to turn over the management of the 
civic hospitals to a hospital board, and the ad- 
ministration of relief to a welfare board. That 
council could run a fair any better than it could 
run hospitals and a relief department there is 
small reason to suppose. And by delegating 
this function to the Exhibition Association a 
measure of co-operation is secured from promin- 
ent farmers throughout the district which it is 
searcely possible to hope would be given if the 
exhibition were run as, say, the waterworks and 
telephone systems are run. Even residents of the 
city do not go out of their way to co-operate with 
the management of these utilities. What hope that 
farmers scattered over half the Province would 
take any particular personal concern in an exhi- 
bition if there were no farmers or the board of 
directors, exerting an influence on its behalf and 
helping to determine the measure of attention 
that shall be paid tc agricultural interests?

This review 
cannot be other than interesting and reassuring to 
everrone who has a stake in Alberta. It must 
also arouse attention outside the Province (o the 
extent to which it gains publicity, and may heip 
in some measure-to realize the future it antici 
pates. The Dominion and Provincial Govern 
ments might do worse than incorporte it in liter 
ature sent abroad for the purpose of inducing 
desirable people to come to Canada. Credit is due 
the Alberta Press Association alike for the timely 
enterprise and for the manner in which the sub- 
ject matter has been brought together. 

It will be well worth the reader's while to take 
more than a hasty glanee through the article, par- 
ticularly that part of it which deals with the 
record of past achievement. That our natural 
resources are immense in extent and of amazing 
How and how 
rapidly we will be able to turn the opportunities 
to account in the future is a matter of speculation. 
The review of progress already made is a record 
of accomplished facts. It is probable that mosi 
people do not often enough refresh their memor- 
ies of what has been done during the nineteen 
years which have elapsed since Alberta took its 
place among the provinees of Canada. The story 
is one of entrancing interest. Not all the chapters 
have been what we would have had them. There 
have been lear years, and times of financial 
stringency, and times of deflation, and the agon 
izing period of the great war. But viewed in 
retrospect and brought down to figures, the out- 
come is one to stimulate hope, to revive confid- 
ence, and to invite enterprise. 

Nineteen years is a brief term in the history 
of a state. Yet in that interval Albertans have 
accomplished a degree of progress of which they 
may well be proud and which they eannot ponder 
without gaining faith in what the future will 
bring to them. What was at that time an unor- 
ganized and sparsely populated territory has been 
transformed into a province in fact as well as in 
name. If the population is still small, that means 
that the advantages offered by a pioneer country 
have not yet been exhausted. All the machinery 
necessary to government has been brought into 
existence. The school system has been extended 
as settlement spread and a great university 
created. Railways have net-worked huge areas 
then traversed only by winding trails. Alberta 
now grows more Manitoba hard wheat than is 
grown in Manitoba. It ranks second among the 
provinces of Canada in coal! production. What 
then were towns have grown to fairly large cities 
in two instances, and the villages of that time are 
now towns and in some case cities. 

These are facts which Albertans may well re- 
call, and fill in the pieture with details which are 
well enough known but too often neglected. A re- 
view of the kind cannot but induce a hopeful out- 
look and with confidenee the future is assured. 
What has been done is only an indication of the 
greater things yet to be done. More land has vet 
to be broken than has been put under the plow. 
The development of our mineral resources has 
only begun. There are still railways to be built 
through unpeopled tracts larger than some of the 
eastern provinces. There are thousands of farms 
yet to be made out of the wilderness, and scores 
cf cities to be founded. ‘‘From the ground up”* 
it is the land of opportunity. Along any line of 
human endeavor there are chances for success 
cpen to those who have the ambition to make use 
of them. No one can accurately ‘‘take stock’’ of 
Alberta. Its resources are too vast and too varied, 
and the opportunities too numerous, to be tabu- 
lated. Given public confidence, such as the record 
of achievement warrants, there must be looked for 
a steady and definite continuance of the develop- 
ment so well begun.

NOY SOVEREIGN 


The Irish Free State claims the right r 
dual member of the League of Nations gd Braine 4a 
Anglo-Irish Treaty with the League under Article 18 
of the Covenant. This clause reads: ; 

Every treaty or international engagement en. 
tered into hereafter by any member of the League 
shall be forthwith registered with the Secretariat 
and shall as soon as possible be published by it. 

No such treaty or international agreement shall be 

binding until so registered. 

The aim of this article is a good one. It is to give 
publicity to treaties and pacts between nations in the 
belief that common knowledge gives mora! strength to 
@n understanding between nations and to the adminis- 
tration of international law. 

Great Britain, however, declines to agree that the 
registration of the Anglo-Irish treaty comes within the 
scope of Article 18, and it has good reasons for doing 
#0, just as the Free State has good reasons for wishing 
to register the treaty. 

The fact is that members of the British Empire 
are given independent status in the League. Among 
the list of member nations are “The British Empire,” 
Australia, Canada, and South Africa. Yet in fact all 
thees are actusl!ly one, and the Irish Free State belongs 
in the company. 

Sir George Foster in a recent statement made the 
position clear, “Although the League has recognized 
the self-moverning dominions as independent nations," 
said Sir George, “they certainly do not possess severeign 
power. If they did, there would be an end of the Bri- 
tish Empire."’ Which sounds logical. If Britain agreed 
to registration of the treaty under Article 1%, she would 
be agreeing to something whigh the Empire as a whole

EDUCATIONAL FACILITIES 

The provincial university, starting 
with three rented rooms and an en- 
rolment of 45 shortly after the prov- 
ince was formed, has now e plant 
valued at over $4,000,000 and an en- 
rolment of 1300. It has attained a 
world-wide reputation through its 
high educational standards and ad- 
ministrative efficiency and the out- 
standing character of special work 
of its president and other members 
of its staff. 

The Institute of Technology and 
Art at Calgary, established at a later 
date, has already an enrolment of 
1,000. 

in the public and high schools en- 
rolment has increased five-fold while 
the increase in value of school prop- 


erties has been 20-fold. 
Regular classes in these institu- 
tions have been supplemented by 


correspondence and iecture courses 
and travell'ng libraries arranged by 
the University of Alberta. 

A provincial research counel! has 
been established for the purpose of 
promoting sc'entific knowledge and 
scientific research, particularly with 
regard to Alberta’e natural resources. 


ROOM FOR DEVELOPMENT 


Alberta has a larger proportion of 
unoecupied arable land than any 
other province and it is largely to 
land settlement in this province that 
immigration and colonization efforts 
would be directed. 

Outside capital also will come into 
Abberta in increasing measure. Her 
record of achievement to dete and 
her rich natural resources wi)! 
arouse « wide-spread Interest ir. he 
powatbitities for investment within 
her ‘borders. 

A general reconstruction of freight 
rates cannct be delayed much longer 
and this will mean much to Alberta. 
Heretofore this province has been at 
the very peak of the freight rate 
etructure fashioned on the origina) 
idea that all exporte and imports 
must travel via the long route to and 
from the east. Following the opening 
of the Pacific-Panama route there \s 
in process of development in trans- 
portation @ Pacific watershed as well 
as one tributery to the Atlantic.

National considerations will bring 
about in the not far distant future 
the use of Alberta coal in Ontario 
and this will give a great impetus to 
the coal fudustry of this province, 
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only by retaining our faith and by 
juniting our efforts towards the one 
end of the upbuilding of a prosperous 
and happy citizenship.

THE UNIVERSITY HELPS 

Dean Kerr outlines as follown some 
of the ways in which the Provincial 
University is helping to promote de- 
velopment:— 

A tour through the agricultural de- 
partments of the University of Alberta 
reveals active investigation in animat 
feeding and diseases, efforts to devclop 
new varieties of plants and to solve the 
problem of plant hardiness. A_ snii 
survey of the province i) in progress, 
and experiments looking to the contro! 
of economic pests are under way, 

In co-operation with the Alberta Re- 
tests of 
house-heaters are being conducted, 
and a chemical survey of our coals is 
bringing to light new data of great 
significance to this basic industry. 
1926 will probably seo the completion 
of investigation in the application of 
ojl to our surface soils with a viow to 
the construction of a cheap and ser- 
viceable roadway. A field examtina- 
tion of the McMurray tar sand ares 
was carried on last summer, and re- 
liable information is now availiable 
touching the mining problems con- 
fronting industrial concerns planning 
development of this great natural re- 
source. 

Dean Boyle has continued his re- 
markable experiments in high fre- 
quency mechanical vibrations, the pur- 
pose ot which is the detection of sub- 
merged objects at sea, as well, of 
course, ay the accomplishment of other 
and more purely sclentific ends. 

In addition to carrying forward ex- 
perimentation in insulin, the Depart- 
ment of Bio-Chemistry has recently se- 
cured highly significant results from 
investigation of the parathyroid gland. 
Announcement of this work was made 
by Professor Collip at a meeting ta 
Washington of the American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Science.
